DIVISION 2. TRUCKS 


Sec. 17-82. Definitions.

or more. The overall gross weight 
Piit, calculated under this 
subdivision, may not exceed eighty 
thousand (80,000) pounds. 


(2) The total weight concentrated on 
the roadway surface from any tandem axle 
group shall not exceed seventeen 
thousand (17,000) pounds for each axle 
of the assembly. 


(3) No vehicle shall have a maximum 
wheel weight, unladen or with load, in 
excess of eight hundred (800) pounds per 
inch per width of tire, measured between 
flanges of rim nor an axle weight in 
excess of twenty thousand (20,000) 
pounds. 


(b) Upon the proper execution and filing of an 
application and the payment of a fee of Two

It shall be unlawful for any person to drive or move 
any truck within the City unless said truck is so 
constructed and loaded as to prevent any of its load or 
contents from being blown or deposited upon any street, 
roadway, sidewalk, alley or other public place. 


Sec. 17-88. Truck Parking Restrictions.

It shall be unlawful for any person to drive or move 
any truck within the City unless said truck is so 
constructed and loaded as to prevent any of its load or 
contents from being blown or deposited upon any street, 
roadway, sidewalk, alley or other public place.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON

SECTION 1. That Division 2. of Article IX. of 
Chapter 17 is hereby repealed and replaced with a new 
Division 2., Article IX. of Chapter 17 of the Municipal Code 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, entitled "Trucks" which 
includes the following language: 

Sec. 17-82. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this ordinance, the following terms, 
phrases, words and their derivations shall have the meaning 
given herein.

(à) "Through Truck Route" is a way over certain 
streets, roads or other public ways, which has been 
designated to accommodate trucks which have both 
origins and destinations outside of Allen County.

(c) The operation of trucks owned or operated by the 
City, public utilities, or any contractor or materials 
supplier, while engaged in the repair, maintenance or 
construction of streets, street improvements, or public 
utilities within the City. 


(d) The operation of trucks upon any officially 
established detour. 


Sec. 17-85. Local Truck Route Permit Required. 


(a) The owner of any truck licensed to carry a 
combined body and load weight of at least 30,000 pounds 
that is used for the transportation and delivery of 
property in Allen County, shall file with the City 
Controller an application, on a form prescribed by the 
City Controller, for an annual permit to allow the 
truck to use and be driven upon the City's local truck 
routes, upon the condition that the maximum gross 
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weight of such vehicle not exceed the following weight 
limit:

(2) The total weight concentrated on 
the roadway surface from any tandem axle 
group shall not exceed seventeen 
thousand (17,000) pounds for each axle 
of the assembly. 


(3) No vehicle shall have a maximum 
wheel weight, unladen or with load, in 
excess of eight hundred (800) pounds per 
inch per width of tire, measured between 
flanges of rim nor an axle weight in 
excess of twenty thousand (20,000) 
pounds. 


(b) Upon the proper execution and filing of an 
application and the payment of a fee of Twenty-Five 
Dollars ($25.00) to the City Controller, to be credited 
to a dedicated fund for the purpose of local truck 
route improvements, including appropriate screenings in 
residential areas, the City Controller shall issue an 
annual permit for each truck appropriately describing 
it by motor number or body number, and by license 
number. Such permit shall not be transferrable from 
one vehicle to another vehicle, and shall be attached 
to the vehicle so as to be readily visible by any 
police officer or other person charged with the duty of 
enforcing this Article.

It shall be unlawful for any person to drive or move 
any truck within the City unless said truck is so 
constructed and loaded as to prevent any of its load or 
contents from being blown or deposited upon any street, 
roadway, sidewalk, alley or other public place.

Other than in an emergency, it shall be unlawful for
